The meeting of the creditors was 
held in the offices of Mr. Kurtz at 
York. J. L. Williams, trustee in bank­ 
ruptcy, and George M. Walter rep­ 
resented the creditors of Mr. Lynch. 
The sale of the fixtures of the ho­ 
tel had been appraised at more than 
$13,000 
upon 
the closing 
of the 
hostelry on July 15. 
The offer of 
$8000 for the 
fixtures 
by 
George 
Eberhart, 
son 
of Frank Eberhart, 
owner of the building, was accepted 
by the creditors, after it had been sub­ 
stituted for a 
preliminary 
bid 
of 
$0000, and Mr. Eberhart hail opened 
the hotel on August 23. 
The exception stated that $8000 was 
entirely inadequate for the personal 
Property in the -hM*4 aa, it was less 
than 75 per cent of the appraised val­ 
uation, and that Mrs. Lynch was of 
the opinion that if the property was 
advertised in hulk and possession of 
the leasehold at a reasonable rental is 
assured, at least $10,000 could be se­ 
cured for the personal property and 
a1 so that if the rent was $400 a month 
which it has been in the past under 
the lease between Frank Eberhart and 
Mr. Lynch, a purchaser at $10,000 
could be readily secured. 
After considering this new develop­ 
ment it was decided to adjourn the 
meeting of the creditors until Sep­ 
tember 8 at l f o’clock when the ex­ 
ceptions would be further discussed 
and disposed of in some manner by 
Mr. Kurtz. 


REGISTRY LISTS 
OPEN TUESDAY 
AND WEDNESDAY 


Tuesday and Wednesday are the 
last days for non-assessed voters to 
get their names on the assessment 
lists of Adams county in order to pay 
a 1020 tax arid thus be qualified to 
vote at the November general elec­ 
tion. 
Registry-assessors of Gettys­ 
burg and Adams county will sit at 
the various polling places from 9 un­ 
til 12 a. rn. and from 3 to 9 p. rn. 
for the purpose of registering voters. 
Voters who were assessed last year 
nnd paid their tax can vote on the 
tax receipt, and voters who have re­ 
ceived their 1926 county tax notices 
have of course been assessed for 1926f 
too. 
But a voter who has so far failed 
to receive a notice of a 1926 county 
real estate or “poll” tax can reason­ 
ably assume that he or she is not 
assessed, and if no 1925 tax receipt 
is held, unless assessed tomorrow or 
the day following, it will be impos­ 
sible legally to pay a tax and qualify 
for voting in November. 
The law prohibits the assessment 
of a voter within sixty-one days of 
an election, under penalty of fine or 
imprisonment or both. 
Consult the Assessor 
In case of any doubt as to whether 
a voter is assessed, the only plan is, 
of course, to consult the assessor in 
the voter’s district. 
The last day to pay the tax is 
October 2, or one month before the 
general election on November 2. 
On Thursday, September 2t registry- 
assessors will 
bring their original 
registry lists to the office of the coun­ 
ty commissioners in the court house 
here and receive their supplies for the 
regular fall assessment.
